G.S.R 1640. —Whereas it appears to the Central Government that the pamphlet entitled 
‘The Dharma-Bums* writen in English by Dr. Azizul Hasan Abbesi Vidyartlii. M.B., printed 
by Mirza Mohammad Sadiq at the Ripon Pritnig Press, Ltd.. Bull Road. Lahore-7, ard pub- 
1 shed by the Society for the Defence of Pakistan, 3/593, Liaqatabad, Karachi-19, contains, 
its passages referred to in the Schedule below, matter which is deliberately ard maliciously inten 
ded to outrage the religious feelings of the Hindus, a cIbsb of the citizens of Ir.dia. tyirjEUltirg 
their religion and their religous beliefs, the publication of which is punishable urder scciior 295A 
of the Indian Penal Code (Act No. 45 of i860); 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers under section 99A of the Code of Criminal Proce¬ 
dure, 1898 (Act No. 5 of 1898) read with the Notification No.S.O. 1615 dated the 6th May, (968 
e tabling the Central Government the exercise of the said powers in relation to the Union Terri¬ 
tories, the Central Government hereby declares every copy of the aforesaid pamphlet and all other 
documents containing copies, reprints and translations of. or extracts from the said pamphet 
to be fofeited to Government,
